Russia Kills Trade 
; Blames U.S. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The Soviet 
Union has killed a 
major trade 
agreement with the United States and 
has nullified any understandings to 
relax restrictions on the emigration of 
Russian Jews, Secretary of State 
Henry A. Kissinger says. 
In a hurriedly arranged news con­ 
ference, Kissinger said Tuesday night 
that “the Soviet government has now 
informed us that it cannot accept a 
trading relationship based on the 
legislation recently enacted in this 
country.” 
The 
Pentagon 
also 
disclosed 
Tuesday that the Soviet Union had 
begun installing missiles with multiple 
warheads. The recent U.S.-Soviet 
arms pact permits such a step. 
Kissinger’s mention of legislation 
referred to the new Trade Bill and 
Export-Import Bank extension act 
with their restrictions on credits for 
Moscow and refusal of equal trading 


arrangements unless Jews are allowed 
to leave Russia in greater numbers 
As Kissinger explained, “The Soviet 
government states that it does not 
intend to accept a trade status that is 
discriminatory and subject to political 
conditions.” 
Because Kissinger had given only 
the barest advance notice of his 
statement to members of Congress, 
there was no immediate Capitol Hill 
reaction. 
A spokesman for Sen. Henry M. 
Jackson, D-Wash., the main supporter 
of the restrictive legislation, said no 
comment would be forthcoming until a 
complete study was done on the 
situation. 
The chairman of the Conference of 
Presidents 
of 
Major 
Jewish 
Organizations, Rabbi Israel Miller, 
said Tuesday the emigration issue was 
more than a simple domestic Russian 
question. 


“ Emigration is not an internal issue 
and human rights do not stop at 
national frontiers,” he said, adding 
that his group will 
continue its 
pressure for better treatment of 
Russian Jews. 
In I xxi Angeles, a spokesman for the 
Occidental Petroleum Corp. said that 
its contracts with the Soviets remain in 
force despite nullification of the trade 
agreements. Company officials have 
put the value of the contracts at up to 
$20 billion 
The Soviet renunciation was of a 1972 
agreement in which Moscow said it 
would pay $722 million to settle its 
World War II I^nd-Iiease debt in 
exchange for American pledges to re­ 
move discriminatory trade barriers 
against commerce with Russia. 
When the administration attempted 
to implement the pledge by asking 
Congress to extend most favored 
nation status to Moscow in a new trade 


reform bill, Jackson attached his now 
famous amendment despite strenuous 
warnings by Kissinger that the Soviets 
would reject it. 
Co-sponsored by more than 70 
senators with an equally over­ 
whelming majority favoring similar 
moves 
in 
the 
House, 
Jackson 
demanded that the status not be given 
to any country seriously restricting 
emigration of minority groups. 
He 
finally 
compromised 
with 
Kissinger 
and 
President 
Ford, 
agreeing to allow the restrictions to be 
waived if Ford could give assurances 
that Soviet emigration restrictions had 
been eased. 
Referring to the Soviet action, 
Kissinger said “the administration 
regrets this turn of events. It has 
regarded and continues to regard an 
orderly and mutually beneficial trade 
relationship with the Soviet Union as 
an important element in the over all 


improvement of relations.” 
Kissinger said he would continue to 
try for an acceptable U.S.-Soviet trade 
bill and he refused to be pessimistic 
about the future of detente 
“We have no reason to believe that 
the rejection of the provisions of the 
trade bill has implications beyond" the 
specific objections raised by Moscow, 
Kissinger said. 
Before the Jackson amendment 
liecame an issue, Jewish emigration 
rose from a trickle to a yearly rate in 
1973 of 35,000. According to the Inter­ 
governm ental 
Committee 
on 
European Migration in Geneva, the 
total dropped off 45 per cent last year. 
In other developments between the 
Soviets and the United States: -

begun deploying missiles capable of 
carrying multiple warheads which 
could be aimed at separate targets 


Schlesinger said there is evidence 
that the Soviets have placed their huge 
SS18 missiles in silos. The rocket has 
been tested with as many as eight 
m ultiple independently targetable 
warheads iMIRVs).

attack on U.S. nuclear weapons bases 
would kill 6.7 million Americans and

A massive attack on U.S. urban 
industrialized areas would kill an 
estimated 95 million to IOO million, 
according to information given to the 
Senate Foreign Relations Itommittee 
last September by Schlesinger. 
A declassified transcript of the 
testimony was released Tuesday. 
Schlesinger told the panel: “I regard 
the likelihood of a nuclear war getting 
started between the United States and 
the Soviet Union as very low.”

Oil, Gas Price 
Hike Promoted 


WASHINGTON 'AP) - President 
Ford asks Congress today to raise oil 
and gas prices on a public already 
burdened with inflation, recession and 
high fuel prices. 


In his first State of the Union ad­ 
dress, already previewed by the 
President, Ford planned to request an 
excise tax of $2 per barrel on oil and an 
equivalent tax of 37 cents per thousand 
cubic feet on natural gas. Together 
with a higher tariff on imported oil, 
which Ford already has the authority 
to impose, the steps are expected to 
raise the retail price of gasoline by 
around five cents a gallon. 
The President also is expected to 
request standby authority to ration 
gasoline in case higher prices fail to 
deter energy consumption. 
Other 
components 
of 
Ford’s 
proposals are expected to include long 
postponements in the battle against air 
pollution, authority to let power plants 
bum more coal and steps to help 
automakers produce and sell more 
efficient cars. 
The culmination of a yearlong policy 
study begun under former President 
Richard M. Nixon, Ford’s new energy 
policy largely rejects direct gov­ 
ernment controls in favor of the in­ 
direct pressure of price and tax in­ 
centives. 
Ford said 
Monday night in a 
nationwide broadcast that he would 
increase the tariff on imported oil by $3 
a barrel over the next three months 
and ask Congress for excise taxes on 
oil and natural gas. The White House 
said the tax would be $2 a barrel and 
the tariff later would be lowered to 
match it.

LIMA, Ohio (AP) — Two major 
shopping malls in this city of more 
than 50,000 have begun closing Sun­ 
days to save natural gas and jobs. 
Merchants met a request by Mayor 
Harry Moyer to close Sundays in order 
to keep local industries which use 
natural gas operating. 
West Ohio Gas Co. treasurer Tom 
Newland described the voluntary 
conservation measure as “a positive 
step ” 
The mayor asked the merchants to 
continue the Sunday closings through 
March 9. 


five-year postponement of auto 
exhaust limits due to take effect in 
1977, in exchange for an effort by auto 
makers to improve gasoline mileage 40 
per cent, from the present 14 miles per 
gallon to around 20. 
Ford said his program would include 
a windfall profits tax on oil producers 
and some $30 billion collected from the 
fuels tax and windfall tax would be re­ 
turned to the public through direct 
payments and tax credits. 
Ford said his goal was to slow U.S. 
oil imports by one million barrels a 
day by the end of this year. If his tax 
pressures don’t do the job, he warned, 
he would put direct limits on oil im­ 
ports. 
Natural Gas 
Pinch Seen 
For Years 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The 
natural gas shortage will not be 
alleviated within the next several 
years, an executive of Columbia Gas 
System , Inc., told the Columbus 
(Clamber of Coiiunerce Tuesday. 
“The situation will worsen until our 
vast potential reserves — between 750 
and 1,500 trillion cubic feet — are 
developed, Richard A. Rosan of 
Wilmington, Del., said. 
Rosan, executive vice president and 
general counsel of Columbia Gas, 
denied that 
his 
firm 
had 
been 
withholding gas to force passage of 
legislation to decontrol the wellhead 
price. 
Rosan said about 20 to 25 trillion 
cubic feet of gas must be found each 
year for the next five to IO years to 
alleviate the shortage. 
Rosan said relaxation of controls on 
wellhead prices would allow more 
exploration and would result in an 
average price increase of about six per 
cent a year. 
“And that’s considerably less than 
the cost of alternate fuels - if they are 
available,” he said. 
Rosan also suggested the leasing of 
Atlantic offshore areas for natural gas 
and oil exploration and expediting the 
construction of a pipeline to bring gas 
from Alaska. 
“Even if the proper climate (for gas 
reserve development) were created in 
the next six to 12 months,” he said, 
“the minimum lead time for in­ 
creasing gas supply is four to five 
years.” 


Ford Details Economic Plans

“I’ve got bad news, and I don’t expect

blueprint for rescuing the slumping 
economy through tax cuts and higher 
fuel prices.

-—Proposals to cut corporate income 
taxes and increase tax credits for 
businesses that spend money on their

Alton Open 
Peace Talks 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Israeli 
Foreign Minister Yigal Alton, hinting 
that Egypt may be ready to move 
toward an interim agreement, is 
beginning a new round of Middle East 
peace talks with Secretary of State 
Henry A. Kissinger. 
“Although the gap is still wide and 
deep I’m still very optimistic,” Alton 
said on the eve of today’s meeting with 
Kissinger. 
Over two days he will see President 
Ford and Defense Secretary James R. 
Schlesinger, as well as Kissinger, with 
prospects for a relaxation of tensions 
in the region possibly hanging in the 
balance. 
Ford warned in a recent interview 
that the situation grows more serious 
“every day that we don’t get some 
action for further progress.” 
Alton 
confirmed 
Israeli 
and 
.American reports that the Israeli 
proposals for a Sinai withdrawal that 
he brought here last month have 
received a negative response in Cairo. 
“And yet I have reason to assume 
that Egypt believes Israel has indeed 
shown openness and willingness to 
enter a meaningful negotiation on an 
interim agreement,” he said. 
The foreign minister added that “It 
is in the genuine interest of Israel and 
even in the genuine interest of Egypt to 
start movement toward a genuine 
political agreement.” 
Kissinger is probing for a successful 
trade-off in which Egypt would move 
toward a peaceful existence with the 
Jewish state in exchange for recovery 
of additional territory in Sinai cap­ 
tured during the 1967 war. 
U.S. officials have indicated Egypt 
will insist on at least the strategic 
Mitla and Gidi mountain passes or the 
Abu Rodeis oil fields which supply 
Israel with almost half its petroleum 
needs. 
Alton sidestepped the question of 
whether he is carrying a concrete 
withdrawal plan. “It’s not a question of 
proposals,” he said. 
“This is a chance for a common 
evaluation of the situation. The 
proposals can be evaluated afterward. 
'Hie question is whether or not there is 
a chance.”

Ford revealed he wants to stockpile 
1.3 billion barrels of crude oil in tanks 
and underground caverns over a 
period of years so the country could 
cope with any repetition of the 1973-74 
Arab oil embargo. 
The President also said for the first 
time that he wants to grant utilities a 
three-year investment tax credit of 12 
per cent “to specifically speed the 
construction of power plants that do 
not use natural gas or oil.” The present 
tax credit rate for utilities is 4 per cent. 
One presidential proposal that could 
ultimately have a major impact on the 
average citizen was not mentioned in 
Ford’s text but was spelled out in a 
White House-prepared fact sheet 


The fact sheet said Ford wants a new 
law to require labels on all new 
automobiles and appliances spelling 
out how much energy they use. 
In addition, the fact sheet said he 
wants agreement within six months 
from major manufacturers to develop 
energy efficiency goals that would 
achieve an average 20 per cent im­ 
provement by 1980 These would cover 
air conditioners, refrigerators and 
other home appliances. 
“ If agreement cannot be reached,” 
the document said, “the President will 
submit legislation to establish man­ 
datory appliance efficiency stan­ 
dards.’’ The objective for this program 
atone was fixed at saving half a million 
barrels of oil a day by 1985 
Calling for congressional action by 
April I to grant individuals 12 per cent

Williamsport Slayer Seeks 
Commutation Of Sentences

The tenth anniversary of one of 
Pickaway County’s more celebrated 
murder cases is marked by a plea of 
com m utation of sentence. Judge 
William Ammer who was one of the 
three judges who heard the case in 
January, 1965 was recently notified 
that Daniel Ealey has applied to the 
State Adult 
Parole 
Authority for 
commutation of sentence. 
Ealey was charged with two counts 
of homicide after he shot Gail I^ewis 
and Emanuel Baldwin on Dec. 23, 1964 
in a corridor outside their apartments 
in Williamsport. He and the two men 
and their families all lived in separate 
apartments over a grocery store and 
restaurant in the village. 
According to testimony offered at his 
trial on Jan. 20,1965, Ealey came home 
drinking and knocked on the two 
apartment doors and when the two 
men came out, he shot each one ,of 
them several times. 
At the time of his trial, Ealey waived 
his right to a trial by jury and was tried 
by a three-judge panel consisting of 
Judge Almner, Judge Merlin C. Parent 
and Judge C. W. Smith. Smith was at 
that time on the bench in Vinton 
County but has since retired. 
Ealey was represented by Emory 
Smith, a Portsmouth attorney. Robert 


Puffer was county prosecutor at the 
time. 
The accused man pleaded guilty to 
two counts of general homicide and the 
degree of the homicide was left up to 
the three judges. Ammer said they 
found him guilty of two counts of first 
degree murder but 
recommended 
mercy in the case The case for the 
defense was prim arily based on 
drunkenness as a reason for the 
murders. Almner said if this had been 
proven the killings would not have 
constituted first degree murder. 
The original trial lasted less than 
five hours. Tile judges heard three and 
a 
half 
hours 
of testimony 
and 
deliberated for one hour before 
passing sentence. 
Ealey was subsequently sentenced 
to two consecutive life sentences. 
Under that sentence, the man would 
not be eligible for parole for 40 years. 
He was 47 at the time of the trial and 
will be 87 before being eligible for 
parole if the original sentence stands. 
Irater, the case was taken to the 
court of appeals and even petitioned to 
the Supreme Court of Ohio but the 
original sentence of the three-judge 
panel was never reversed and Ealey 
has been serving his sentence for the 
past ten years.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P)-A U.S. 
District Court suit against an already 
embattled Democratic congressional 
redistricting plan has produced mixed 
emotions 
for 
some 
Republican 
legislators. 


They recalled Tuesday that a similar 
protest four years ago— against a 
Democratic plan to make new districts 
for state legislators -ended in a Demo­ 
cratic victory with the same federal 
court retaining jurisdiction over any 
future challenges. 


There were none, and as a direct 
result, Democrats now control both 
houses of the legislature for the first 
time since 1961. 
The class action suit, filed Monday in 
federal court at Youngstown by Maria 
Nespeca, a voter, asks a three-judge 
panel to declare the latest plan invalid 
and to issue an injunction against state 
and county officials from holding 
elections under it. 
Republicans said privately they are 
concerned the action might preclude 
their challenge of the plan in state 
courts as a result of the federal panel 
retaining jurisdiction. 
From a practical standpoint, they 
said, they would rather have their 


challenge in the Ohio Supreme Court, 
dominated by Republicans 5-2. 
The plan is among six bills that 
em erged 
last 
week 
from 
the 
Democrat-controlled legislature while 
their party was in control of both the 
legislature and the governor’s office. 
All six are being challenged 
in 
Franklin County Conunon Pleas Court. 
Senate Minority leader Michael J. 
Maloney, R-7 Cincinnati, asked the 
court to enjoin state officials from 
implementing any of the new laws. 
He said they were “null and void” 
because Democratic ex-Gov. John J, 
Gilligan signed them after the then- 
lieutenant governor, Republican John 
W. Brown, had not certified and signed 
them. That case is pending. 
The redistricting 
plan 
m akes 
relatively minor changes in the 19th 
Congressional District where the 
federal suit was filed. But it does make 
big changes downstate and holds 
promise of three new Democratic 
congressmen if finally enacted. 
Republicans now control the state’s 
congressional 
delegation 
15-8, 
Democrats say that is “out of balance” 
because their candidates for Congress 
state wide received more than 50 per 
cent of the total vote Nov. 5.

“ Half of the members of the House 
Agriculture Committee are brand 
new,” Butz said Tuesday night. “ Many 
of them represent urban areas, not ru­ 
ral ones, and they didn’t get on there to 
help agriculture. 
“ We’ve got a whole flock of new 
congressmen who wouldn’t know the 
working end of a cow if you showed 
them one,” Butz told the Kansas

Agricultural 
Stablization and Conservation Service. 
Butz also said he favors a larger 
wheat reserve but does not believe the 
government should return to its policy 
of stockpiling grains under gov­ 
ernment control. 
“ We’ve got a reserve in this country 
right now,” he said. “ It’s in the hands 
of farmers and the grain trade. 
Government doesn’t own a bushel of it 
and I don’t believe it should.” 
Butz said the cattle industry faces 
hard going through the coming year, 
but he added . 
“ Our people haven’t lost their taste 
for beef,” he said. “Better conditions 
are on their way, but we’re just going 
to have to hang on. We're going to have 
to eat our way out of this and it’s going 
to take some time.”

Plan Works 


CLEVELAND, Ohio (AP)— Area 
car dealers handling Chrysler Corp. 
vehicles report that Chrylser’s rebate 
plan for car buyers is working. 
Meanwhile, the work force at 
Chryslers plant in suburban Twins­ 
burg reflects the nationwide Chrysler 
situation with less than half on the job 
today.

The court had appointed Gerhardt to 
the case because Ealey was found to be 
indigent. The attorney then took the 
case to the Fourth District Court of 
Appeals. Gerhardt said his case was 
based on several points of error but the 
appeals court affirmed the original 
decision and denied the motion for a 
new trial. 
Then Gerhardt made application to 
the Supreme Court of Ohio for a new 
trial and was denied certification. He 
said he simultaneously filed for a writ 
of habeas corpus which asked for 
Ealey’s release from custody on the 
grounds that he had been improperly 
incarcerated. One step further took 
Gerhardt to a petition to Governor 
Gilligan for a commutation of sen­ 
tence. The governor denied the motion 
but had said the case would be 
reviewed after a designated period of 
time and would be treated as if the two 
sentences were concurrent. Gerhardt 
withdrew from the case when he was 
elected county prosecutor. 
After that the United States Federal 
Circuit Court of Appeals denied the 
writ of habeas corpus. 
Today, Ealey is an honor inmate at 
the Ohio Correctional Medical Center 
which is housed in the former Ohio Pen 
facility. He has been a driver for the 
penitentiary and has conveyed food 
products to and from the pen to the 
prison farm. Gerhardt said sometimes 
he was accompanied by officers and 
sometimes he was trusted on the route 
alone. 
Mrs. Ealey who was one of the first 
people to see Ealey after the fatal 
shootings was not called to the witness 
stand during the original trial. She 
disappeared after the appeal for a new 
trial was denied and is presently in a 
nursing home where she is unable to 
walk.

Supreme Court has ruled that the 
“ right to travel” does not bar states 
from requiring a period of residence 
before a person can obtain a divorce. 
In a 6-3 decision Tuesday, the court 
upheld 
a 
one-year 
residency 
requirement in Iowa as valid for a 
state which “does not wish to become a 
divorce mill.** 
Justices Thurgood Marshall and 
William J. Brennan Jr., dissenting, 
said residence requirements are an 
unconstitutional “ penalty on interstate 
travel.” 
The court has ruled in recent years 
that such requirements are un­ 
constitutional when imposed for voting 
or for obtaining welfare payments or 
medical care. 
Justice William H. Rehnquist, 
speaking for the court, said the divorce 
requirements are based on more 
important values than the “ budgetary 
or record keeping considerations” 
involved in the other cases. 
Justice Byron R. White dissented on 
procedural 
grounds, 
saying 
he 
believed the case as presented should 
not have been decided by the court. 
Forty-eight states have residence 
requirements for divorce, ranging 
from six weeks in Idaho to two years in 
Rhode Island. One year is the most 
common.

Louisiana

Wholesale 
Prices Dip 
WASHINGTON (AP) - Wholesale 
prices declined in December for the 
first time in 14 months, the govern­ 
ment reported today, providing fur­ 
ther indication of slowing inflation. 
The 
Labor 
Department 
said 
declining agricultural prices more 
than offset a small increase for in­ 
dustrial commodities last month as 
over-all wholesale prices fell five- 
tenths of a per cent. It was the first 
decline since prices fell one-tenth of a 
per cent in October 1973. 
Despite the December decline, 
wholesale prices for 1974 were up 20.9 
per cent, the biggest annual increase 
since prices rose 31.1 per cent in 1946 
following the end of World War II price 
controls. 
The report provided a dose of en­ 
couragement for President Ford as he 
prepared to deliver his State of the 
Union message to Congress. 
Government analysts said the 
decline in wholesale prices indicated a 
breaking in the nation’s inflationary 
rate as the effects of the recession 
spread through the economy.

NEW YORK (AP) - Former White 
House counsel John W. Dean III says a 
cellmate told him former President 
Richard M. Nixon was confident after 
conversations with Chief Justice 
Warren E. Burger that he would not 
have to surrender the Watergate 
tapes. 


“ I am told he had some con­ 
versations with the Chief Justice — 
Chief Justice Burger — shortly after 
this suit was filed, or somewhere along 
the line, that gave him confidence that 
he indeed was going to win the 
lawsuit,” Dean said in an interview 
with the “ NBC Nightly News.” 
Dean, released from Allenwood, Pa., 
federal prison last week, said he was 
told of the alleged conversations 
between Nixon and the Chief Justice 
by Charles W. Colson when they 
shared a cell. Colson, a former White 
•House aide, is still in prison.

NEW YORK — Not since Calvin 
Coolidge’s “ I do not choose to run” has 
a statement by a prominent American 
attracted more puzzled scrutiny than 
Henry 
Kissinger’s 
rem arks 
in 
Business Week about a possible U.S. 
military attack on the 
Arab oil- 
producing states — to hammer the 
price down. 
The parallel is drawn because 
Coolidge’s classic line implied that he 
had not completed his thought. Several 
historians have deduced that he meant 
to continue the 
sentence 
with 
. .unless urged, of course.” But 
nobody urged him, so he went to work 
for the New York Times and produced 
such literary gems as his assertion 
that when a great number of people 
are out of work, that leads to unem­ 
ployment. 
Kissinger’s enigmatica ran like this: 
“ I’m not saying there s 
no cir­ 
cumstances where we would not use 
force. But it is one thing to use it in the 
case of a 
dispute over price; it’s 
another where there’s some actual 
strangulation of the industrial world.” 
Try to parse that! 
So, now, 
are we 
or are we not 
planning to grab all those Arab 
multibillionaires by their beards and 
say, “ Restore the old prices, and our 
economic exploitation of you, or we’ll 
blow you into the Persian Gulf.” Or are 
we simply reminding them subtly that 
they’d better stop messing around with 
Gene Autryr? Yasir Arafat says we’re 
ready to attack, and that those oil 
nations will sabotage their vast stores 
and installations if we do. 
“Some actual strangulation of the 
industrial world,” as Kissinger stated, 
has been with us for well over a year. 
The vise is tightening. The U.S. 
unemployment rate will rise to eight 
per cent of the competent work force 
this year, perhaps to ten per cent. That 
would produce a Depression almost if 
not completely as dire as that which 
struck the U.S. and th. Western world 
in general in the early 1930s. 
largely because of a few men with 
names like King Faisal ibn Abdul Aziz 
a1 Saud of Saudi Arabia, the Em ir 
Sabah s-Salim s-Sabah of Kuwait, 
and Col. Muammar el-Qaddafi of 
Libya, Italy is bankrupt, Japan con­ 
vulsed in jitters, Britain more or less 
busted, and the U.S. gravely con­ 
cerned. Great U.S. auto plants report 
that sales were off 23 per cent last 
year, the sharpest drop since 1958. 
Volkswagen of West Germany laid off 
nearly 90,000 workers at one crack 
around Christmas time. Its U.S. sales 
last month were 18,425 units, off 43 per 
cent from the previous December. 
Datsun diminished 44 per cent during 
the same period. Detroit0 Don’t ask. 
Kissinger did not conceive the 
thought of the industrial 
world’s 
possible retaliation against a weak 
section of the world endowed by Allah 
with much or most of the planet’s 
energy-producing oil. The baleful 
vision may have been bom in the 
angry minds of car owners waiting for 
hours in lines for a rationed splash of 
Super-X, of factory owners in a

thousand assorted trades being 
knocked out of the box. 


Six months ago at a cocktail party in

If he seizes 
upon a phony excuse such as I3 J’s 
Tonkin Resolution, which escalated a 
civil war in Vietnam into a great 
American tragedy, and he blows a 
trumpet to attack Arabia in the name 
of Standard Oil, the building in­ 
dustries, Detroit and Vaseline, the 
U.S., I’d guess, would score another 
first — the greatest number of AWOLS 
ever gathered in one place at one time 
in history. 


The Glass Crutch

The maid saw him first. She let 
herself into the Tudor City apartment 
and was closing the door when her eyes 
caught the vision — a small handsome 
man with reddish hatf, standing in the 
center of the living room rug with legs 
apart. From his open mouth long 
strings of blood hung in air. 
She screamed and ran. When the 
building custodian arrived, William 
Wynne Wister was still there. At 
Polyclinic, the doctors made X-rays. 
His stomach had been sliced several 
times on the inner wall. What could 
have caused it° 
They gave him whole blood, but he 
leaked it faster than they could give it 
to him and he died sleepy and smiling. 
The evidence was back at the apart­ 
ment. 
W ister, 
ex-alcholic 
and 
psychotherapist in alcoholism, had 
fallen off the wagon. 
Each succeeding whiskey bottle 
became more difficult to open. So, 
alone and lonely, he had smashed the 
neck on the kitchen sink and drank. 
Small shards of glass killed him. 
He had been my friend. I had written 
his biography, “ The Glass Crutch,” 
two years earlier. Bill grew up in 
Germantown of affluent, indulgent 
parents. He had been drunk for 19 
years. A psychiatrist ironed the 
wrinkles out of his fears, and Wister 
studied at Columbia to become a 
doctor of alcoholics. 
His work had been excellent. But the 
jealousies, the spite, the scourge of 
rejection were still with him. When the 
book was completed, we had lunch in 
the Roosevelt Bar & Grill. “ Under 
what circumstances,” I said, “ would 
you return to drinking?” 
He had a m illion-dollar smile. 
“ Present me with an insoluble 
problem,” he said. “ That would do it.” 
In time, bickering with his beautiful 
wife brought the problem. Bill loved 
her. She left him. 
I think of Wister when I read of the 
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vast labor now undertaken by the 
National Institute on Alcohol Abuse 
and Alcoholism. They gave govern­ 
ment money, but my feeling is that 
they cannot match the triumphs of 
Alcoholics 
Anonymous, 
where 
alcoholics work with alcoholics to 
remain dry one day at a time. 
The young are switching from drugs 
to liquor. Out of 211 million persons, we 
have 9 million alcoholics and problem 
drinkers. Uncontrolled indulgence 
kills 
about 
27,000 
persons 
in 
automobiles every year. Half of all 
murders are perpetrated by drunks 
who cannot recall the final argument 
or the final act. 


A 
half-m illion 
others 
are 
hospitalized with injuries resulting 
from drinking. At least three million 
homes exist in a state called Marriage 
on the Rocks. Many married women 
drink by day when the family is out. 
Husbands take two belts at lunchtime, 
two before taking the bus home, and 
three in the long, foggy evening at 
home. 


Three drinks of liquor or eight 
bottles of beer will intoxicate most 
adults. Often, alcoholics sincerely 
deny that they have a problem and 
resist help because, “ I can stop 
anytime. I just don’t want to stop 
now.” 
HEW figures that drinking costs $15 
billion a year in lost time at work. 
Nobody knows, really. Wister used to 
say that when a drinker’s nervous 
system ordered him to drink, the bottle 
had command of the man. He was the 
first to state, in 1944, that “there are 
times when one is too many and a 
hundred are not enough.” 


High school boys and girls think they 
have chosen the lesser of two evils 
when they turn from drugs to cultivate 
liquor. What they have done is ex­ 
change one early death for another. 
Sometimes, when Wister and I fell to 
chatting about booze, he would repeat 
the anecodote he didn’t want me to 
include in “ The Glass Crutch.” When 
he was too sick to hold one more drink, 
he would collapse and phone his 
mother-in-law. 
He didn’t know why. When he was 
sober, he seldom saw her. She always 
took a cab and got him out of the 
gutter. She drew a hot bath, laid out 
pajamas, made hot soup, and put him 
to bed. She didn’t even tell her 
daughter, B ill’s wife. 


The moment the shakes departed, 
Bill fled his mother-in-law’s house. The 
warm, helpful lady seemed to be a 
stranger. In time, she died. After the 
funeral, he drew the job of cleaning out 
the cellar before her home was put up 
for sale. 
He was sweeping. In the dusty motes 
of sunlight, he saw a sparkle on a 
cellar beam. Bill got a ladder. On the 
beams were 700 empty gin bottles. 
Then he realized why, in his alcoholic 
despair, he always turned to her. 
But when she needed help, which 
was often, she had nobody. ..

NEW YORK (A P) - On the eve of a 
momentous change in economic 
policy, one of the most abrupt on 
record, some disquieting questions 
linger about the reasons why. 
Just a few weeks ago there was 
considerable support within the ad­ 
ministration for continuing to depress 
economic activity, the reasoning being 
that inflation was the No. I problem. 
The Federal Reserve Board shared 
that outlook and responded by 
squeezing activity out of the money 
market, through the medium of high 
interest rates discouraging both in­ 
dividuals 
and 
businesses 
from 
borrowing. 
It succeeded. To a very large degree 
the plunge taken by the economy in the 
fourth quarter of 1974, marked by a 7.1 
jobless rate in December, was a direct 
result of administration and Federal 
Reserve policy. 
The question: Why couldn’t it have 
foreseen the results of the policy when 
those results were just around the 
comer beyond which all economic 
brains are constantly peeking? The 
lesson to be learned is either of two 
possibilities — that it is the nature of 
modem economies to lurch ahead and 
then all but expire, or that the people 
who lead modem economies really 
can’t handle them. 
And that brings up the next question: 
What assurance do we have that a tax 
cut and other stimulants won’t some 
time in the next year provide the fuel 
for another destructive encounter with 
inflation? The best assurance there is 
that it will not is that the impact of the 
previous miscalculation still has so far 
to go. That is, no matter what is done 
now, the economy will continue down­ 
ward for months more. 
As First National City Bank puts it in 
its monthly economic letter, released 
Monday: “ Further decline is so 
strongly 
programmed 
into 
the 
economy ... that it would require 
gargantuan policy measures to forest­ 
all it.” 
Only by 1976, it believes, “ will the 
fruits of the reversal be clearly evident 
in the form of a declining unem­ 
ployment rate, strongly rising sales 
and improved profits. 
In the meantime, the worst recession 
since the great depression will con­ 
tinue to throw f>eople out of work, 
threaten the financial stability of 
corporations and otherwise strangle 
economic activity. 
And if you believe the jsast is a 
criterion, the ingredients for the next 
spasm of the economy, the next boom 
and bust, are beginning to ferment. 
In a strictly mechanical sense, the 


cutting of taxes should provide 
economic stimulus. But who really 
knows what the people of the United 
States will do with that money? If only 
they behaved mechanically. 
The assumption being made about 
human behavior is that given a sum of 
money an individual will sjjend it. But 
he might not. So alarmed is he about 
the future that he might just bury it in 
a safe-deposit box. 
A certain amount of the money 
undoubtedly must be spent in order to 
survive, and that w ill stim ulate 
economic 
activity. 
But 
human 
behavior has befuddled the economists 
before. Some people probably will salt 
it away.

B utzf AFBF Split O ver Policy 


WASHINGTON (A P) - Agriculture 
Secretary Earl L. Butz, in what could 
be a major break with policies of the 
American Farm Bureau Federation, 
says farm labor disputes should be 
settled under existing federal law 
written basically for the protection of 
industrial workers. 
The federation, which has a long 
record of opposing what it considers 
big-city type labor practices, has been 
a major supporter of many adminis­ 
tration policies the past six years. 
Citing what he called the senseless 
strife of farm labor upheavals, par­ 
ticularly in California and a few other 
states which depend heavily on hired 
farm labor, Butz said Tuesday he felt 
new legislation for agricultural labor 
was not possible. 
“ From a practical point of view, the 
only farm labor legislation that has a 
chance of becoming a reality at the 
federal level — and especially with the 
new Congress — will be substantial 
modification of the farm labor 
exemption under the National I.abor 
Relations Act,” Butz said. 
Butz’s remarks were in a prepared 
text of a speech for a meeting here of 
the National Council of Agricultural 
Employers. Farm labor has tradition­ 
ally been excluded and exempted from 


federal labor law. 
A spokesman for the American 
Farm Bureau Federation’s national 
office here said it was the first he had 
heard of Butz being so apparently 
willing to accept existing labor law 
mechanisms for settling agricultural 
disputes. The federation, he said, is 
“ strongly opposed” to extending the 
National I^abor Relations Act to farm 
workers. 
"One reason is that decisions and 
actions 
require 
so 
long,” 
the 
spokesman said. "B y the time the 
board (National Labor Relations 
Board) moves to settle something a 
crop could be lost.” 
Butz, however, stressed the views 
were his “ personal position” but that 
he was in support of rules which would 
give farm workers basic rights. He 
said those 
would 
include 
free 
representational elections, collective 
bargaining 
for 
contracts 
and 
protection from certain unfair prac­ 
tices. 
“ These steps, however, should bi1 
taken only if the unique characteristics 
of the agricultural setting are ac­ 
knowledged,” Butz said. 
He said farming cannot be shut down 
and products stockpiled while workers 
are on strike. The farmer’s loss also is 


the consumer’s, he said. 
The Farm Bureau strongly opposes 
subjecting farm labor and employers 
to longstanding federal labor law and 
has sought legislation for a separate 
agricultural relations board or similar 
body empowered to weigh the special 
problems of farmers and their 
workers. 
Butz noted that farm labor has

Girl Hitchhiker 
Brutally Slain 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - Police 
have raised the possibility that the 
slaying of a young woman hitchhiker 
may have been inspired by the Zebra 
attacks of last year. 


“The motiveless and senseless style 
of attack is similar to the Zebra 
killings,” Homicide Inspector Frank 
Falzon said Monday. “We are in­ 
vestigating the possibility that there 
may be a link. It’s a possibility we 
cannot rule out at this time.” 


Thirteen white persons, many 
pedestrians, were slain at random 
here in 1974 by blacks for no apparent 
reason. 


Janet Rodgers, 20, a white art 
student from Cincinnati, Ohio, was 
fatally shot in the head early Monday 
by a young black man, police said. She 
and a companion had been picked up 
by the man who drove them to Ocean 
Beach and suddenly opened fire with a 
revolver, they added. 


The companion, Julia Kebling, 20, 
also of Cincinnati, a student nurse, 
survived by playing dead while the 
attacker emptied his weapon into the 
two young women after they fell on the 
sand. 


Miss Kehling, shot in the back of the 
neck, was reported in satisfactory 
condition at San Francisco General 
Hospital. 


In Cincinnati, Miss Rodgers’ step­ 
father, George Leonard, described the 
slain woman as “a good person. One of 
the best.” Her father died several 
years ago and her mother married 
Leonard. 


Falzon said Miss Kebling gave of­ 
ficers this account: 
She and Miss Rodgers were hitch­ 
hiking when a young black man, 
about 24, offered them a lift about 1:30 
a.m. near Pacifica, about 20 miles 
south of San Francisco. 
As they drove along Ocean Beach, 
south of the Golden Gate, the man 
suggested the two women get out of the 
car and enjoy the moonlit view. 
Miss Kebling said they were stan-

PITTSBURGH, Pa. (AP) - U.S. 
Steel Corp. said today it will idle 1,300 
workers immediately and 500 others in 
the near future because of a cutback in 
its natural gas supplies. 
The company said the plants af­ 
fected produce heat-treated pressure 
tubing, drill casings and drill collars 
used in oil and gas production.

3 Marooned By Snow Rescued 


BROOKINGS, S D. (AP) - Richard 
Bielski says his only nourishment 
during the 40 hours he was trapped in 
his snowbound car was frost he 
scraped from the windshield and some 
candies he had in the vehicle. 
“I spaced them out because I had no 
idea how long I’d be there,” the former 
Minnehaha County state’s attorney 
said Monday from his hospital bed 
here. 
Bielski, whose legs were frozen, was 
trapped in his car late Friday when it 
slid from Interstate 29 some 35 miles 
north of Sioux Falls and into five feet of 
snow. The Sioux Falls man said he 
could not open the doors of his car and 
that when the battery of his car went 
dead several hours later he was unable 
to open the automatic windows. 
“I was sitting in the car with very 
little oxygen,” Bielski said. “I don’t 
know how I ever made it. Only the good 
I>ord knows.... 
“I was just praying with evey bit of 
prayer I have in my body to save my 
legs," he said. “They were just frozen 
solid. The doctors are fearful of saving 
my lower limbs.” 
Bielski said three livestock truckers 
rescued him Sunday afternoon when 
they saw him waving through a 


peephole he had scraped through the 
frost on the inside of the vehicle. 
The truckers hailed a passing 
m otorist who drove 
Bielski 
to 
Brookings. 
The winter snowstorm that caught 
Bielski also brought two 19-year-olds, 
David Archer of Sioux Falls and Julie 
Williams of Round Lake, Minn., 
together in another episode that 
almost ended in death. 
Archer was driving a van on 
Interstate 90 west of Sherbum, Minn., 
Friday evening when he stopped to 
avoid Miss Williams’ storm-stalled 
car. 
She climbed into his van, but his 
vehicle got stuck. 
Although his vehicle was not 
equipped for camping, his mother, 
Maureen Archer, said he was carrying 
a sleeping bag, a wool blanket and a 
quilt. Both he and Miss Williams were 
wearing snowmobile suits. 
Mrs. Archer said her son kept the 
van s motor running intermittently 
until 5 a.m. Saturday, when he ran out 
of gas. A thermometer in the vehicle 
registered zero. 
The two huddled together in the 
sleeping bag and rubbed each other’s 
feet to keep the circulation going. They 


survived the cold without frostbite. 
Their only food was two cans of soup, a 
loaf of bread and some honey. 
Mrs. Archer said the two slept 
alternately, but both had dozed off 
when a highway crew found them 
about 6 a rn. Sunday and pried open the 
frozen doors. 
“It is a lucky thing that those men 
came by when they did because I don’t 
think they would have awakened, 
ever,” Mrs. Archer said.

U.S. Warns 
North Vlets 
Over Fighting 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The United 
States .says recent heavy fighting in 
South Vietnam appears to reflect a 
decision by Hanoi to seek once again to 
impose a military solution in Viet­ 
nam.” 
"Hie United States formally accused 
North Vietnam of grave violations of 
the 1973 cease-fire in a note released 
Monday. 
‘‘The Democratic Republic of 
Vietnam must accept the full con­ 
sequences of its action,” the note 
warned without elaboration. 
U.S. officials, including President 
Ford, have expressed concern about 
the situation since last week’s fall of 
the provincial capital of Phouc Binh. 
The officials have indicated the 
administration may ask Congress for 
massive military and economic aid for 
Saigon. But they have ruled out a re­ 
entry of American troops. 
The protest note was the third since 
the Jan. 2,1973 peace agreement. The 
North Vietnamese have sim ilarly 
charged U.S. violations, most recently 
in carrying on reconnaissance flights 
over its territory. 
Tile U.S. note was addressed to the 
Soviet Union, the People’s Republic of 
China, Britain, France, Hungary, Po­ 
land, Indonesia, Iran and United 
Nations' Secretary-General Kurt 
Waldheim, as guarantors of the Paris 
agreement under which U.S. troops 
were withdrawn from Southeast Asia. 
It included an eight-point bill of 
particulars against North Vietnam and 
the Viet Cong, charging the agreement 
had been ignored in virtually all its 
provisions. 
The note said an escalation of 
fighting since early December has 
brought “the level of casualties and 
destruction back up to what it was 
before the agreement.” 


It charged Hanoi with illegally 
sending more than 160,000 troops, 400 
vehicles, artillery and antiaircraft 
weapons into the South. 
Hie note also charged Hanoi with 
refusing to deploy teams to oversee the 
cease-fire and to pay its prescribed 
share of the expense of the Inter­ 
national Commission of Control and 
Supervision. The Viet Cong also did not 
pay its share, the note said.

Insurance Director 
Takes Public's View 


COLUMBUS. Ohio (A P) - Ohio’s 
new insurance director, nearly 30 
years in the business, expects to view 
his new job from the standpoint of the 
insurance-buying public. 
Harry V. Jump of Willard, Ohio, 
became the director of the Department 
of Insurance Monday as Gov. James A. 
Rhodes took office. 
The 60-year-old director went into 
the insurance business in 1946 when he 
bought a small agency which he still 
owns, in Willard. 
“ As an agent my interest lay with 
the public consumer, the insurance 
buyer,” he said. “ In a small town you 
have to satisfy the consumer or you 
don’t sell much insurance.” 
Jump got previous experience in the 
state insurance department in 1969 and 
1970 as deputy director. 
He had 
resigned from the Ohio General 
Assembly where he served as a 
Republican senator to take the post of 
director. That job lasted only one day. 
The problem was that the legislature 
had approved increases in ad­ 
ministrative salaries, including that of 
the insurance director, while Jump 
was a senator. 


The Ohio Constitution forbids a 
legislator accepting any state post for 
which the salary has been raised 
during his legislative term until at 
least a year after his elected term 
expires. 
Another legal consideration, state 
ethics laws, will mean Jump cannot 
operate his insurance agency once he 
takes office. Jump said he is in­ 
vestigating if he can put the agency in 
a trust instead of selling it. 


“ Something will be done to separate 
me from the agency,” he said. 
Jump said the separation is a 
technicality. A Willard, Ohio, in­ 
surance agency does not have a great 
impact on the insurance industry as a 
whole, he said. 
Since 1971 Jump has been clerk of 
the Ohio Senate, a job that ended last 
week when Democrats took over 
majority rule in the Senate. 
Jump’s public life began in 1948 
when he was elected to the first of two 
terms as Huron County commissioner. 
He also served five terms in the Ohio 
House of Representatives before being 
elected senator in 1966. 
Scope O f CiA Investigation 
Poses Problem For Rocky 


WASHINGTON (AP) - In its first 
day of hearings, the 
Rockefeller 
commission on the CIA switched 
signals over how far it intends to go in 
investigating what one former director 
called a relatively small number of 
“ misdemeanors.”

Rockefeller first indicated to reporters 
Monday that the commission did not 
have enough time or staff to in­ 
vestigate information volunteered by 
former CIA agents. 
“ I don’t think we’re capable of 
coping 
with that at this time,” 
Rockefeller said. He said ex-agents 
“ are frankly no longer employed and 
we’d have to then go out and in­ 
vestigate their information.”

Rockefeller’s office issued a statement 
that the commission "would welcome 
any specific, factual information from 
individuals, especially former or

summer, an Ohio State University 
economist says immediate strong 
fiscal policy changes would hasten the 
economy’s recovery.

Craig suggested several changes, 
including increasing the supply of 
money and levying a substantial tax 
reduction. 
‘‘We need to allow the supply of 
money to grow more rapidly than it 
has recently to allow lower interest 
rates sooner,” Craig said. “ By doing 
that, we would also stimulate housing 
and other business investment.” 
“ We also need a tax cut in the $15 to 
$20 billion range,” he said, “ in order to 
give the consuming public an increase 
in spending power.” 
Craig said, “ The fear that has kept 
(President) Ford from doing it quickly 
is a result of inflation and the feeling 
that if you stimulate the economy, in­ 
flation will become worse instead of 
going away.” 
That view is wrong, Craig said, 
because there is “ a lot of slack in the 
economy right now.” 
He said an increase in spending 


would use the economy and enable 
consumers to pull industry out of its 
slack back toward full use. 
Craig suggested implementing a tax 
cut by sliding the present income tax 
schedule down one or more income 
brackets. 


The UJS. public in the certain income 
brackets would get an immediate 
“raise’’ on the next paycheck because 
of less money withheld, Craig said. 
The economic horizon, 
while 
gloomy, hides clearer skies, Craig 
said. 
“The rate of inflation will recede 
during the next six months to 
something like a rate of 6 or 7 per 
cent,’’ he said, instead of the present 
annual rate of 12 per cent. 
Interest rates, which soared to a new 
high of 12 per cent during 1974, have 
started and will continue to fall during 
1975, he said. Craig predicted the 
prime interest rate would drop to 8 per 
cent by summer. 


Mortgage rates will also fall, he said. 
And as a result of these changes in 
the economic weather, the barometer 
of business — the stock market — will 
begin to recover and turn upward, 
Craig said. 
Craig said the economic turnaround 
would come without progressive policy 
changes,

economy toward a fast and full 
recovery.

Music Promoters 
Peel Recession 


New Lightweight U.S. Fighter 
Put On Bid Block For NATO

Rock promoters are singing the 
recession blues. Their ranks are 
dwindling 
and their 
audiences 
shrinking as inflation eats up teen­ 
agers’ spending money. 
“ This is the first year that rock ’n’ 
roll hasn’t operated outside the real 
world with its real problems,” says 
Howard Stein, whose Academy of 
Music more or less has succeeded the 
closed Fillmore East as New York’s 
Carnegie Hall of rock. “ The kids are 
being forced to make decisions about 
which shows they will see and the 
many they won’t see, as opposed to 
buying all the major concerts almost 
automatically. 
“ Basically, concert attendance is off 
somewhere between 25 and 40 per cent 
across the country. Right now, in a 
business that had maybe 30 wellknown 
promoters, in my encyclopedia of 
promoters there are maybe 12 major 
ones left. And I believe there will be 
about six solvent ones by the end of 
spring. It’s going to be a Darwinian era 
— it will be the survivors.” 
Ron Powell, who books concerts in 16 
cities in the Midwest and the South, 
agrees. “ There aren’t many of us 
left,” he said. “ It is a luxury, let’s face 
it. These kids can survive without 
rock.” 
Powell blamed the downturn totally 
on the economy. The music is still 
popular, he said, predicting record 
sales would go up as concert at­ 
tendance goes down. 


Bill Graham, who books many of the 
big cross-country tours, including 
Harrison, the Crosby, Stills, Nash and 
Young reunion tour and Bob Dylan in 
1974, says: “ I think the rock tour has 
reached ifs peak. It could go on for 
years, but I can’t see how it could get 
much bigger. 
“ You know, the superstar groups 
will still have no trouble selling out 
wherever they go — the Rolling Stones, 
Elton John, Jethro Tull, Led Zeppelin 
— but the mid-range groups and the 
new groups will be hit hard. It used to 
be you’d book one headliner and two 
unknown acts. Now you’ll book two 
well-known acts with one unknown. 
There’ll be fewer opportunities for new 
groups.” 
Jerry Weintraub, who booked Led 
Zeppelin, was the only promoter in­ 
terviewed who said he was untroubled 
by the nation’s economy. 
“ I’ve had no problem with my ar­ 
tists,” he said. “ I do big concerts, in 
big places, and all my artists are big 
stars. We’ve had no problems. We’ve 
raised ticket prices, in fact. I get $15 
for Sinatra, $10 for Presley and there’s 
a top of $8.50 or $9 on the top rock 
acts.”

WASHINGTON (AP) - The United 
States is intensifying its sales pitch to 
four NATO nations, now that the 
Pentagon has decided on the 1,500- 
mile-an-hour YF16 as the Air Force’s 
new lightweight plane. 


A 16-man team of Pentagon and 
State Department officials is in 
Brussels prepared to deal with 
Belgian, Dutch, Norwegian and 
Danish authorities who are shopping 
for 350 planes to replace their aging 
U.S.-built F104s 


The climax in a nearly three-year 
competition came late Monday when 
the Pentagon announced that the 
General Dynamics Corp.’s YF16 jet 
had been chosen over the Northrop 
Corp.’s YF17 for full-scale develop­ 
ment as the Air Force’s light-weight 
air combat fighter. 


However, Northrop signaled in a 
statement that it probably will con­ 
tinue the competition by trying to sell 
its plane abroad even though that runs 
against U.S. efforts to standardize 
equipment used by NATO. 


Defense officials have predicted that 
eventual sales of the U.S. lightweight 
fighter around the world could total 
3,000 planes worth up to $15 billion to 
$20 billion. 


The U.S. Air Force plans to buy at 
least 650 of the new fighters, which are 
intended 
to 
complement 
more 
sophisticated and more costly war­ 
planes like the F15.

King Social Change Center Set 


ATLANTA, Ga. (AP) — Con­ 
struction gets under way on the Martin 
Luther King Jr. Center for Social 
Change today as part of daylong 
ceremonies marking the 46th birthday 
of the slain civil rights leader. 
But King’s widow, Coretta Scott 
King, said the center already is deeply 
involved with the issues she says breed 
violence — hunger, unemployment, 
voting rights and racism. 
"The center enables us to go out and 
struggle against the evils in our 
society," said Mrs. King, whose 
husband died at the hands of an 
assassin in Memphis, Tenn., nearly 
seven years ago, on April 4, 1968. 
“A lack of jobs spells violence,” she 
said in an interview. ‘‘Hunger is 
violence. Any form of injustice is 
violence.” 
As part of the ceremonies marking 
King’s birth, the two-story frame home 
where he was bom will be opened for 
the first time as a national historic 
site. 
Originally planned as a library for 
King’s papers and other documents of 
the civil rights movement, the Center 
for Social Change, now in temporary 


quarters, soon expanded into a center 
of knowledge, history and culture of 
black people. 
I .ast year, the center sponsored a 
two-day conference in New York City 
on the problems of American cities in 
the 1970s — housing decay, delivery of 
city services, the flight of population 
and businesses to the suburbs. 
It also sponsored a national con­ 
ference on unemployment, which drew 
representatives of the National 
Council of Churches of Christ, the 
league of Women Voters, the United 
Auto Workers, the Amalgamated 
Clothing Workers, the United Mine 
Workers and Common Cause. 
“ Hundreds of leaders have seen the 
conference as a new coalition uniting 
people who have not worked together 
in a decade for fundamental change,” 
said Mrs. King 
The center’s nonviolent education 
program has drawn visitors which 
included a Russian scholar and black 
and white members of the Army’s 
Racial Awareness Program. 
The new building site will include 
permanent entombment of King’s

WASHINGTON (AP) - Annual 
adjustments to income tax rates, 
standard tax deductions, personal tax 
exemptions, depreciation allowances 
and U.S. savings bond interest rates to 
reflect cost-of-living changes were 
proposed in a bill being introduced in 
Congress today. 


Rep. lawrence Coughlin, R-Pa., 
called the bill “major tax reform 
legislation that provides for a $17.6 
billion income tax cut” with annual 
adjustments reflecting living cost 
changes as measured by the Con­ 
sumers Price Index. 


This would “end the government’s 
tax windfall which results when in­ 
flation-plagued citizens are con­ 
tinually pushed into higher and higher 
tax brackets,” Coughlin said in a 
statement. 


Coughlin said other sponsors of the 
legislation include Reps. Samuel L. 
Devine, R-Ohio; Philip M. Crance, R- 
111., Walter Flowers, D-Ala.; Ken 
Hechler, D-W. Va., and Joe Moaklev 
D-Mass. 
He gave no figures on what the bill 
would mean in terms of dollars going 
to the average taxpayer, but said the 
$17.6 billion tax reduction estimate 
was furnished by the library of 
Congress on data based on fiscal 1974 
which ended last June. 
During the past decade, the Con- 
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sumer Price Index has more than 
doubled, he said. Inflation has risen by 
more than 12 per cent in the last year 
alone. 
“While it is clear that the American 
consumer is hard hit by inflated 
prices, it is less immediately apparent 
that, owing to the present tax struc­ 
ture. inflation forces the American 
taxpayer to pay a steadily higher ef­ 
fective tax resulting in a windfall to the 
federal Treasury,” Coughlin said. 
“For example, a family whose in­ 
come was $10,000 ten years ago would 
need to have an income of $20,000 today 
in order for the purchasing power of its 
income to remain constant. 
“Yet, at $20,000 a higher rate of 
taxation is paid than at $10,000 with 
the result that the taxpayer is worse 
off in real terms. If inflation rises by ll 
per cent, tax revenues flowing to the 
Treasury rise by something more than 
ll per cent.” 
Businesses, he said, “are similarly 
short-changed when they are forced to 
compute depreciation allowances on 
the basis of past costs without ref­ 
erence to the impact of inflation.”

Knowles Tape 
Closes Case 
O f Murder 


MACON, Ga. 
(AP) — Crawford 
County officials announced Tuesday 
they had closed their investigation into 
the strangulation of a Musella woman 
after reading a transcript of a portion 
of the taped diary of Paul John 
Knowles. 
Sheriff L. A. O’Neal said the body of 
Kathy Sue Woods Pierce, 24, was found 
Aug. 23 in the bathroom of her house, a 
telephone cord around her neck. 
O’Neal said he was instructed by the 
federal grand jury in Macon which is 
listening to the diary ‘‘not to reveal 
any information on the tapes.” 
Macon Dist. Atty. Fred Hasty said 
his office also had received a summary 
of the tapes. But he said his in­ 
vestigation into the death of Edward 
Hillard, 24, and the disappearance of 
Hillard's girlfriend, Debbie Griffin, 20, 
both of Jacksonville, Fla., was con­ 
tinuing. 
Hillard’s body was found in the 
western part of Bibb County Nov. 15. 
Officials indicated he could have been 
slain after Knowles made the taped 
diary and turned it over to his Miami 
attorney Sheldon Yavitz. 
Knowles was charged with seven 
murders in three states before he was 
killed while attempting to escape 
custody near 
Douglasville, 
Ga. 
Douglas County Sheriff Earl Lee testi­ 
fied at an inquest that Knowles had 
admitted killing 18 persons in seven 
states. 
U.S. District Court Judge Wilbur D. 
Owens Jr. ruled Jan. 7 Knowles’ diary 
would remain in custody of the*federal 
grand jury until it concludes its inves­ 
tigation. Owens said law enforcement 
authorities, however, could have 
written transcripts of portions dealing 
with crimes committed in their 
jurisdictions. 


4 Ohioans 
Die In Crash 


ASPEN, Colo. (AP) - Four Ohio 
men were killed Monday when their 
twin-engine plane crashed in the 
mountains about 32 miles southeast of 
here, the Colorado Civil Air Patrol 
said. 
The victims, whose bodies were

FIC K LER ’S CAMP, Mont. (AP) - 
“ They just don’t have a full tea bag, 
that’s all. 
“ I wouldn’t go down there for all the 
elk in Montana ” 
W.J. “ Bud” Gelling was standing 
astraddle the Continental Divide some 
8,500 feet high in the Rocky Mountains. 
His “tea-bag” reference was to the 
Irish term defining the amount of mass 
between a person’s ears and seemed 
appropriate. 
Holding the reins of his horse in one 
hand and cupping a cigarette in the 
other, the 65-year-old carpenter from 
the mining city of Butte looked over 
the wind-swept slope of Caribou 
Mountain into the vast valley below, 
squinted at his companions who were 
thinking of going down there and said . 
“ Go ahead. I’ll find my way back to 
camp.” 
Some of the hunters had spotted a 
herd of elk the day before. Getting to 
them would be one thing. If someone 
got lucky and killed an elk, it would 
simply be the start of an excruciating 
ordeal — for man and horse. 
The Butte carpenter is an elk hun­ 
ter’s elk hunter. He figures over a 
lifetime of hunting the Montana back- 
country he has taken some 50 elk, not 
all of them shot within the rules. 
“ We never thought anything about 
seasons — just hunted year around. 
Didn’t waste anything, though.” 
The trip had started at a cabin north 
of the Blackfoot River near Lincoln. 
From there, it was a 10-mile horseback 
ride into the Lincoln-Scapegoat Wil­ 
derness to Fickler’s Camp, a special­ 
ise area set aside for a commercial 
hunting camp. 
It took three hours to make the ride 
with the small pack string. The hun­ 
ters found nothing short of wilderness 
luxury. The four-tent compound, 14 
miles from the nearest telephone, 
came complete with a four-burner 
propane stove and oven. 
Before dawn each morning the 
horses were saddled and provisions 
packed. Elk and deer, plus a healthy 
smattering of grizzly and black bear, 
abound in this country. 
Some of the hunters said this year’s 
hunt was the worst in years. The fall 
had been mild. There was little snow, 
even on the high ridges. 
One big buck deer was taken early 
and a few cow elk were sighted. 
The entire week of hunting yielded 


only two buck deer and finally one elk. 
Griff Davidson, a 24-year-old rodeo 
rider and hunting guide, shot the elk in 
the massive valley that lay east of the 
Continental Divide. It was still open to 
hunting of elk and some of the hunters 
finally

to

the 
desperation trip. 
It was an eight-mile horseback ride 
just to the ridge where the hunt 
started. And taking the elk was only 
half the problem. 
Pack horses were brought up the 
next day and it took 14 hours to get the 
meat back to camp. 
Gelling was right. The hunters had 
only half a tea-bag at best “ and maybe 
even less.”

NEW YORK (AP) - Ques­ 
tion: Could “The Untoucha­ 
bles," with all its gunsmoke 
and bullet-riddled bodies, get 
by a network censor today 
amid the current flap over 
whether TV shows contain too 
much violence? “You’re ask­ 
ing me a question nobody has 
the answer to because nobody 
knows what the network 
censor is," replies Robert 
Stack, who played Eliot Ness

“The censor is merely a ba­ 
rometer that says ‘where’ll 
we go’ and ‘let’s not lose our 
(broadcasting) 
licenses.’" 
Stack, who on Monday 
turned 56 and looks IO years 
younger, was in town to drum 
up some publicity for “The 
Honorable Sam Houston," an 
ABC special in which he stars 
next Wednesday (Jan. 22). 
The veteran actor, sur­ 
prisingly 
cheerful 
and 
animated compared to the 
grim, stonefaced agent he 
portrayed 
on 
“ The 
U ntouchables,’ 
avoided 
giving a direct answer when 
asked if he felt that show was 
too violent. 


“ When it first began, 
nobody asked that question," 
he said. “Nobody used that 
word. This is a word to which 
you have been conditioned. 
‘You say violent or refer to 
machine guns in talking 
about the show. You use all 
the outward manifestations of 
a show which basically is a 
morality play, a show about 
good and evil. 
“The hope is that the ‘good’ 
Eliot Ness will be an em­ 
phatic link between the 
audience and the TV set." 
Referring to assertions that 
some viewers emulate what 
they see on TV, Stack said 
that if “people believe in 
‘monkeysee, monkey-do’. — 
which I don’t — then you can 
say, well, Ness is the good 
guy.

The series, although can­ 
celled by ABC 12 years ago, 
still is in syndication and still 
is rerun on TV in a number of 
cities. 
Stack said he’s discussed 
the show’s possible effect on 
viewers with psychiatrists 
and civilians alike, and 
personally believes that it 
only helps viewers relax from 
their daily tensions.

cash rebates on 1974 tax payments, 
with a maximum of $1,000 per return, 
Ford sketched a rather gloomy picture 
of current economic conditions. 
He said: “I must say to you that the 
tate of the union is not good. 
“Millions of Americans are out of 
work. Recession and inflation are 
eroding the money of millions more. 
I rices are too high and sales are too 
dow. 


“This year’s federal deficit will be 
about $30 billion; next year’s probably 
MS billion. The national debt will rise 
to over $500 billion. 
“ Our plant capacity and pro­ 
ductivity are not increasing fast 
enough. We depend on others for 
essential energy.” 
“Cutting taxes, now, is essential if 
we are to turn the economy around,” 
Ford added. “A tax cut offers the best 
hope of creating more jobs. Unfortu­ 
nately, it will increase the size of the 
budget deficit. Therefore, it is more 
important than ever that we take steps 
to control the growth of federal ex­ 
penditures.” 


Echoing what he said Monday, Ford 
promised to initiate no new spending 
programs this year except in the 
anergy field. 
“Further, he said, “I will not 
hesitate to veto any new spending 
programs adopted by the Congress.” 
Ford 
said 
some 
Americans 
“question their government’s ability 
to make the hard decisions and stick 
with them .” They expect from 
Washington “politics as usual,” he 
said. 


Asserting that the nation’s plight 
requires “a new partnership between 
the Congress, the White House and the 
people we both represent,” Ford said: 
“I want to speak very bluntly. I’ve 
got bad news and I don’t expect any 
applause. The American people want 
action and it will take both the Con­ 
gress and the President to give them 
what they want.” 


In the energy area, Ford said he 
would propose a 10-year postponement 
of clean air standards, due to take 
effect in mid-1975, for power plants 
that convert from use of oil to coal. He 
said this would not sacrifice clean air 
goals but simply delay their im­ 
plementation. 
The President also called for 
legislation “to make thermal ef­ 
ficiency standards mandatory for all 
new buildings in the United States,” 
saying these standards would be set 
“after appropriate consultation with 
architects, builders and labor.” 


Espousing a new tax credit of up to 
$150 for homeowners who install storm 
windows or other insulation, Ford 
called for a new federal aid program 
to help low-income families purchase 
insulation supplies.” The fact sheet 
said he would seek supplemental 
appropriations of $500 million to carr}' 
such a program through 1976. 
As he stated on Monday, Ford 
proposed modifying and deferring auto 
pollution standards for five years “to 
enable us to improve new automobile 
gas mileage 40 per cent by 1980” 
through voluntary means. 


The 
President 
reiterated 
his 
proposal to increase all crude oil 
prices by imposing a $2-a-barrel excise 
tax and import fees with the aim of 
discouraging production. 
This would be accompanied by 
deregulation of new natural gas prices 
and enactment of a natural gas excise 
tax of 37 cents per 1,000 cubic feet, 
enactment of a windfall profits tax on 
oil producers and decontrol of the price 
of domestic crude oil on April I. 
All these steps except decontrol of 
crude prices require congressional 
consideration.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)-The Ohio 
Lung Association criticized the Ohio 
Environmental Protection Agency 
Tuesday for its decision to eliminate 
some air pollution controls from major 
utilities. 
“The present situation is a con­ 
tradiction of terms and policies be­ 
tween state and federal EPA’s,” said 
Dale C. Hollem, executive director. 
Late last year the Ohio EPA an­ 
nounced that a group of utilities would 
be permitted to disregard certain air 
pollution control regulations because 
of costs and installation problems. 
At the time, EPA Director Ira L. 
Whitman expressed his faith in the 
controls. 
‘‘We find that some utilities are 
actually installing the systems they 
claim won’t work,” Hollem said. 
He recommended that utilities be 
prohibited from raising rates because 
they costing the public millions of 
dollars for medical bills and health 
care from damaged respiratory sys­ 
tems.
